South Bay to raise water rates 


SOUTH BAY--City commissioners gave 
tentative approval to a proposal by Finance 
Director A. R. Grigsby to increase water 
rates and to charge city residents for trash 
collection at a special budget session Tuesday 
night. 

Grigsby said revenue from the water 
department fell $34,776.00 short of expenses 
during fiscal year 1974-75 and had to be 
“subsidized”? by. horrowing , $35,826.10. from 
utility taxes and $14,135.80 of earned interest 
from the general revenue fund. 

Even with the $50,061 subsidy from 
genéral revenue, the water fund was $8,354.10 
short as a result of payments on bonds 
totalling $23,640.00 according to Grigsby. 

The Finance Director proposed a new rate 
schedule which would increase water fees by 
30 percent and increase the minimum fee to 
$4.00 from $2.40. 

Grigsby predicted the city could increase 
water revenue by $25,000 this year if the 
proposal is put into effect. He said the 
balance of the $34,776 loss would be made up 
by increased water consumption this year. 

“We have been charging the same water 
rate since 1965 when the plant was built. It is 
certainly not sound fiscal policy to believe we 


can operate at the same rates we did ten 
years age,” Grigsby said. 

Commissioner O’Neal Walker said he 
realized residents are already financially 
hard pressed, but said “We can only sell 
water so cheap.” 

Although Grigsby refered specifically to 
the water deficit last year, City Clerk 
Virginia Walker said the city bas subsidized 
the water department. With utility tax funds 
for many years. 

Under the Grigsby proposal a resident 
using 9,000 gals. per month would pay $11.86 
compared to $9.12 at present rates. A 
resident who uses 28,000 gals. would pay $28 
compared to $21.54. A user of over 80,000 
would pay the greatest rate increase, $64.51 
compared to $49.62. 

A breakdown of city water customers 
provided by the Finance Director shows the 
majority of consumers use 13,000 gallons or 
less per month. Their rate increases would 
average about $2.00 per month. 

No official action was taken on the 
proposal but most commissioners seemed to 
favor some form of rate increase. 

The finance director said he will request

Abuses of grants 
bring split checks 
for PBJC students 


Glades students getting help 
from the federal government 
found when they registered for 
classes this term a few bad apples 


can make things harder on 
everyone. 
Dr. Cecil Conley, executive 


vice president at Palm Beach 
Junior College - Glades, said a 
handful of people abusing ic 
Educational Opportunity Grants 
BEOG) funding, caused checks 
for all students to be issued at two 
different times. 

The action was taken at Lake 
Worth campus by Dr. Marian C 
McNeely, РВС director of 
financial aid at the same time Dr. 
McNeely announced an increase 
in the amount of BEOG money by 
$187,710 to a total of $439,160. 

Conley said 127 students at the 
Glades campus are receiving the 
BEOG funds but he said there 
have been a few who have taken 
advantage of the funds to line 
their own pockets. 

He said the abuses came in two 
forms, local residents who 
qualified for the funds, received 
them and then dropped out, and 
students who are receiving the 
funds who probably don't qualify 
“If a student qualifies," Conley 
said, "he can get his check, pay 
for the term's tuition and then 
drop the courses the first week of 
school. 

‘He gets a refund of 80 per cént 
of the registration fee the 
educator said, "keeps the rest of 
the money and gets another check 
at the beginning of the next 
term...and there doesn't seem to 
be anything we can do about it," 

If the “student” has signed up 
for a full load of 15 hours, Conley 
said, he draws a check for $456 for 
each of the-year's two terms...or 
at least he did until this term 

And even though he hasn't 
attended classes during that term, 
he is eligible for another $456 
check the fall wing term 

Conley said there is apparently 
no check made on the student 
when he applies for the grant and 


when he recently asked for an 
investigation he was told he would 
have to have the relevant facts 
before an investigation could be 
begun 

In the same vein, an inquiry by 
Dr. McNe brought a letter 
recently from Mary S. Lovett, 
chief of the BEOG program, 


Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare office in Atlanta 


At this point in time," Ms 


Lovett said, "there is no authority 
for withdrawing funds from the 
students (who repeatedly with- 
draw immediately after drop-add 
period.” 

Part of the application for the 
funds consists of an affidavit the 


student signs which states the 
money will be^ used only in 
relation to attendance at the 


college but the application is 
apparently meaningless in the 
light of Ms. Lovett's letter. 

"Don't get me wrong," Conley 
stressed. "I'm all for this 
program. It gets many students 
into college who wouldn't be here 
if it weren't for the BEOG 
program.” 

Conley is originally . from 
Eastern Kentucky, an area with 
notoriously low income per capita. 
He said he worked his way 
through college and he appreciat- 
es what the BEOG program, and 
others like it, are doing for tho: 
who wouldn't otherwise get an 
education beyond high school. ~ 

He said а recent study 
indicates approximately half the 
PBJC students enrolled аге 
receinging financial assistance 
and this is probably typical of 
most colleges. 

Abuses to many of the 
programs, however, have brought 
about a tightening of restrictions 
on the students receiving aid, he 
said, pointing out that veterans 
going through college on the GI 
Bill of Rights are virtually being 
discriminated against because of 
earlier abuses

Fee to be charged for trash dumping 


Belle Glade residents will be 
paying а fee for the first time 
ever when they dump trash at 
the city landfill in the wake of 
City Commission action Mon- 
day night. 

The commissioners adopted 
two policies, one requiring city 
residents to pay 50 cents а 
cubic yard for any trash in 
excess of 20 yards a month and 
require non-residents to pay $1» 
a yard for all trash dumped. 


The commission took the 
action when City Manager 
George Knoblock said so much 
trash is being brought into the 


landfill the city may not have» 


the use of it as long as had 

previously been estimated. 
The commission, over the 

past few months, has granted 


dumping priveleges to several 
out-of-town businesses and 
industries, charging them 
according to the amount of 
trash they said they would be 
dumping but Knoblock said 
many of those businesses have 
been bringing in much more 
trash than they had said they 
would. 

The policy for non-residents, 
offered Commissioner Tom 
Altman, had been agreed to 
generally during a work 
session last week and consisted 
of three parts, all becoming 
effective Feb. 1. 

The new policy date cuts off 
any priveleges now contracted 
for on July 1. The second part 
states that any time a truck 
brings in trash, it will be 
counted as a full truckful 


regardless of how much trash 
is actually being brought in 
The third part sets a dumping 
fee of $1 per cubic yard. 


There had been some talk at 
the work session of charging 
city residents 75 cents per 
cubic yard but the commission 
ers apparently decided that 
was too high. It is the same 
charge now made for picking 
up garbage dumpsters filled 
with garbage or trash.

They say the only thing worse than taking a 
bite out of an apple and finding a worm in it is to 
find half a worm. 

That must have been the feeling a number of 
students at the Glades campus of Palm Beach 
Junior College had this term. when they found 
only half their BEOG (Basic Educational 
Opportunity Grant) funds in the checks they 
initially received. 

They were paying the price for the few 
apples who decided Uncle Sugar was a soft 
touch for a little spending money. 

The sad part was that Uncle Sugar was 
indeed a'soft touch. The only people who finally 
decided to do something about the cheating 
going on were the officials at the college. 

It seems the federal government, in order to 
begin an investigation of the abuses of students 
receiving BEOG funds requires that the 
investigation already be completed by college 
officials before they come in to verify the facts. 

That's the shocking part of the stor$. You 
can't really blame the ''students" who go to 
class just long enough to qualify for the money 
and then drop out, any more than you can really 
blame the millionare who pays no income taxes. 

The federal government; that faceless 
monolith comprised of the people we elect to 
Congress and the un-elected governors making 
up the huge federal bureaucracy...they're the 
ones who write the laws and then implement 
them so these loopholes are provided. 

The “student” and the millionaire are just 
taking advantage of what's been handed them 
on a silver platter. They may be immoral but 
they're certainly not illegal. 

What this country needs is a few more people 
like Dr. Conley and Dr. McNeely to keep an eye 
out on what's happening to the money you and I 
provide, someone who gives a damn. 

But what we really need is people like these 
in positions where they can really do something 
about what's going on. 


The concept of BEOG is good. It provides a 


lot of people with college educations who 
wouldn't otherwise have them and that, in turn, 
has the effect of spreading the goodies around to 
the community. 

Like the television commercial says, a mind 
is a terrible thing to waste. But in these times 
of skyrocketing prices, so is our tax money. 


A friend recently introduced 
me to the articles of Miami Herald 
columnist Sydney Harris. Harris’ 
columns are composed of thoughts 
little known facts and penetrating 
questions? At least one or two 
items in every column continue to 
Intrigue the reader as he goes 
through his day. 

Harris' columns are deceptive- 
ly simple. - They look so easy that 
one is tempted to think his work is 
easy, yet he often makes profound 
points about our lives. 

I'd like to write my column in 
Harris’ style this week. I don't 
pretend that I can do it as well as 
Sydney Harris, but I'd still like to 
give it a try.

Recent support for sugar futures was 
generated by the USDA 7.5 million metric ton 
estimate of the 1975 Russian sugar crop, a 
reduction of 1.5 million tons from the November 
USDA projection of Soviet sugar output. The 
market has also been helped by operator 
Pürchases of nearby sugars in response to 
offtake by refiners who have enjoyed heavy 
contra-geasonal demand to replenish low 
inventories held by food processors. ‘Price gains 
were pared later by talk of prospective large 
offerings of white sugar by India. Uncommitted 
world sugar supplies are believed to be sizable, 
but if the long term uptrend in world sugar 
consumption is resumed (and if the USSR 
enters the world market for sugar) a steady to 
firm sugar market could ensue. ve 


Corn 

The final corn production estimate of 5.766 
billion bushels, reflecting a decrease of 37 
million bushels from the previous estimate, 
compared with general expectations of a 50 to 
100 million bushels increas and thus furnished a 
mild, bullish surprise for the market. However, 
unless disappearance estimates are revised 
substantially higher, which seems unlikely, the 
ending carryover will likely be in excess of 600 
million bushels in comparison with 359 million 
the previous year. In terms of annual usage and 
expectations of a continued high disappearance 
rate next season as well, this is a manageable 
surplus. However, in terms of free stocks it is a 
large supply. In view of a probable increase in 
1976 corn acreage, it is difficult to arouse bullish 
interest at this time. Nevertheless, technical 
action is currently favorable and should May 
corn move over 2.87 near term, longs should be 
further encouraged. We would view a close 
below 2.71 as a bearish development, reinstating 
the major downtrend:

Cattle 

The number of cattle on feed as of Jan. 1, 
1976 in the 23 major feeding states will be 
released after this publication has gone to press. 
Trade expectations are expected to show an 
increase of 20-30 percent from year earlier 
levels. The last government report, for seven 
major states, indicated that the number of 
cattle on feed Dec. 1, was up 25 percent. Though 
this caused a market break, heavy supplies of 
both beef and pork added jncentive to the 
downward reaction. As stated last week, we 
view the trend as suspicious, currently sideways 
but capable of a major break. Beef production 
week ended 1-17-76 totaled 464 million Ibs., about 
in line with last week and last. year levels. 
Slaughter continues above year ago figures and 
average slaughter weights are increasing. Until 
fundamental апа technical developments 
indicate more direction, we continue to 
recommend standing aside. 


Pork Bellies and Hogs 

Pork production has picked up considerably 
on improved marketings which contribute to 
downside pressure. Overall fundamentals, 
however, warrant higher prices. Hog slaughter, 
week ended 1-17-76, totaled 1.3 million vs. 1.4 
million previous week and 1.4 million year ago. 
Production of 215 million Ibs. compares with 232 
million Ibs. a week ago and 37 million Ibs. last 
year. Bacon slicings showed one of the biggest 
drops in months, falling to 18.3 million Ibs. for 
the week ended 12-27-75 vs. 24.2 million Ibs. the 
prior week and 17.5 million Ibs. last year. 
Cumulative slicings Jan. 1 - Dec. 27, 1975 totaled 
1,241 million Ibs. vs. 1,403 million Ibs. in the 
same period a year ago. Though somewhat 
negative on bellies prices, we recommend 
purchase of April hogs 42.00 O,B., if offered, 
with stop protection below 40.80.

More Who’s who in the American 


By JEROME TURK & WM. D. ELLIS 

CAMBRIDGE, MASS., Jan 31, 1776 — The 
trouble came when I ordered a round of 
Bellows-top Flips for Capt. Ellis & some of his 
disabled soldier friends, all Massachusetts men, 
here at the Red Lion Tayern. 

Like Ellis, none of the Yankees is exactly 
what you would call a Chatter-Box. But there 
were a dozen intense eyes eagerly watching the 
pretty serving maid as she filled seven earthen 
mugs. She poured in the beer, added dried 
pumpkin & then filled up with Jamaica rum. 
Now she plunged a hot poker into each mug. 
The pungent smell wafted across the bar to our 
table. 

But before the girl could top the drinks with 
the bellows -- a delectable batter made of thick 
cream, eggs & sugar (which is not, ordinarily, 
in plentiful supply here) the Red Lion's 
proprietor thrust a beefy hand over the mugs. 

“Look ye," he intoned in a piercing nasal 
twang. “1 hope ye don't intend to pay in any of 
that worthless paper money.” 

My Yankee friends froze to a man -- each, I 
could guess, secretly fingering his fresh month's 
pay, $6-2/3, in Continental Currency — that 
paper bill of credit in each pocket. 

“Not to worry,” I soothed the publican. “You 
shall have gold or silver, as you like. Now my 
gold man, bring on the Flips.” As the 
proprietor dropped his arm & stepped away, 
temporarily appeased, I hauled out a piece of 
paper to provide the evening's entertainment. 

Actually, the list is a private one, giving 
background of some important figures in this 
new American Revolution I had begun 
compiling it back in Philadelphia, primarily for 
the benefit of my new colleague, William Ellis
